Laos in 'state of alert' 


BANGKOK. Thailand (UPI) - Laos 
declared a state of alert in its capital 
city today as communist government 
forces shelled rightist rebels on two 
islands in the Mekong River near 
Thailand, diplom atic and m ilita ry 
sources said 
Thai officials at Nong Khai, the Thai 
province capital facing Vientiane on the 
Mekong, said the border crossing point 
between the two nations remained open 


Spokesmen for the Vientiane govern­ 
ment could not be reached, but a 
secretary at the foreign ministry said 
the city was calm and she knew nothing 
of a formal state of alert. 
The dozen U S. diplomats stationed in 
Vientiane were unaffected by the situa­ 
tion. Western diplomats said 


Laotian Communist forces shelled 
rightist rebels on Ching Choo island, 
within sight of Vientiane, forcing the 
rebels to retreat from the island, a 
newsman at Nong Khai reported 


The island can be reached by wading 
the Mekong from the Thai side and is 
about half a mile from the Laotian bank. 
Laos claimed in a diplomatic note last 
week Thai authorities had helped or ap­ 
proved of the island takeover, but Thai 
officials denied complicity in the rightist 
occupation. 
Rebels who tried to seize and hold 
Sangkhi island. 40 miles east of Vien­ 
tiane. also came under Laotian heavy 
weapons fire, some of which spilled into 
Thailand, he said 
The reporter said rocket grenade fire 
damaged a Buddhist temple and a home 
at Ban Mai village about 200 yards from 
Sangkhi island and one Thai civilian was 
wounded by shrapnel 
Senior Thai officials from Nong Khai 
visited the Thai bank of the Mekong near 
the island to survey the situation 
Earlier. Nong Khai governor Chamnan 
Pojana told reporters Thai troops would 
answer any Laotian fire that hit Thai 
territory But at midday today, no Thai 


troops had fired at Laos, the newsman 
said. 
In Vientiane, according to diplomats 
there, citizens were digging shelters and 
tanks were on the streets of the capital in 
what apparently was a precautionary 
move. 
The state of alert was declared after a 
week of stories — generally regarded as 
fanciful — in the Thai press in Bangkok 
about a split in the Laotian government 
and a tank attack on Vientiane. 


There have been no major border 
clashes between Thailand and Laos since 
November. 1975 when Laotian troops 
sank a Thai river patrol boat and killed a 
naval officer. 


That incident touched off several 
weeks of tense maneuvering and 
resulted in Thailand closing its border 
with Laos. Since then, three Mekong 
River ports have been opened to 
facilitate trade and travel between Laos 
and Thailand. 


T reaty 
threatened 
by policy 
initial challenge 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The capital 
punishment question moves to the As­ 
sembly today as legislators, revived 
after a week off for the Easter recess, 
return to the State Capitol. 
The Assembly Criminal Justice Com­ 
mittee will consider a major death 
penalty bill (SB155) by Sen. George 
Deukm ejian, R-Long Beach. The 
measure was approved on a 29-10 vote in 
the Senate just before the Easter break. 
The bill, which reinstates capital 
punishment in California for certain 
specified crimes such as murder for 
hire, killing a policeman and murder1 
during a kidnaping or rape, may face 
tough going in the committee. 
A United Press International poll in­ 
dicates 
Dem ocrat 
Assemblyman 
Richard Alatorre, a liberal from Los 
Angeles who has said he is still un­ 
decided on whether to approve a death 
penalty bill, may hold the key vote. The 
other eight members appear to be evenly 
split, although Assemblyman Terry 
Goggin, D-San Bernardino, said he would 
not vote for the Deukmejian measure 
without some amendments. 
However, the UPI survey showed that 
a bill similar to Deukmejian’s was short 
only four votes of the two-thirds ap­ 
proval needed in the full Assembly. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s proposed 
five-year. $3.7 billion school finance 
program undergoes scrutiny by the 
powerful Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee Tuesday. 
The measure (AB65), carried by 
Education Committee Chairman Leroy 
Greene.

PERSEPOLIS, Iran (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Carter’s nuclear controls policy has 
isolated the United States from its 
atomic allies and could threaten the 
Nonproliferation Treaty, delegates to a 
nuclear conference said today. 
An informal poll among delegates of 41 
nations attending the Iran Conference on 
Transfer of Nuclear Technology found 
little or no support for President 
C arter’s announcement the United 
States would cease com m ercial 
reprocessing of spent fuel involving 
plutonium and delay introduction of com­ 
mercial fast breeder reactors. 
Robert Thorne of the U.S. Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion said the policy had “ somewhat 
isolated” the United States from the 
policies and beliefs of Japanese and 
Western European nuclear administra­ 
tions who believe in more sharing of 
atomic know-how with developing na­ 
tions 


Sigvard Eklund. director of the Inter­ 
national Atomic Energy Agency based in 
Vienna and charged with policing nations 
who signed the nonproliferation treaty, 
said he was “ very worried about the con­ 
sequences of such a policy (as announced 
by Carter) on the Nonproliferation 
Treaty." 


Eklund said several parts of the new 
U.S. nuclear power policy could be 
challenged as violations of the treaty and 
could even lead to resignations of nations 
from the accord designed to prevent the 
spread of nuclear energy in harmful 
ways around the world.

nears life 
security 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United Steelworkers' new con­ 
tract with the Big 10 steelmak­ 
ers brings the industry's 340,000 
union workers closer to lifetime 
job security. 
The agreem ent, accepted 
S a tu r d a y , 
im p ro v e s jo b 
security for workers with 20 
years service or more and puts 
about 30 per cent more in 
workers’ pockets over the next 
three years. 
Under the contract, workers 
with 20 years on the job would 
receive layoff pay for up to two 
years Those under 62 who take 
a pension upon layoff would get 
a $300-a-month supplement as 
well as Social Security 
The contract also calls for a 
task force to formulate steps 
for reaching lifetime job and in­ 
come security. 
The pact was negotiated un­ 
der a no-strike agreement and 
is expected to set a pattern for 
union talks in the copper, 
alum inum and can indus­ 
tries 
The contract provides an es­ 
timated $1 10 hourly wage in­ 
crease over three years, plus 
cost-of-living raises 
A union 
expert estimated the value of 
the increases at 10 per cent per 
year. 
Steelworkers make about 98 
an hour, including overtime, un­ 
der the previous agreement 
which expires Aug 1. But me­ 
dian pay without extras has 
been closer to $5 50 an hour. 


so far this year and the Cutlass 
could resume its premier spot 
once the restyled, smaller 1978 
models are introduced this fall.

WASHINGTON (U P It - 
Eight government agencies are 
in charge of building dams and 
wily one of them ought to have 
the responsibility for all of the 
projects. Rep. Leo J Ryan, D- 
Calif . says. 
Ryan said Satu rd ay the 
Interior Department should 
take over the dam-building 
business in order to avert dam 
failures. He said he has in­ 
troduced legislation to that ef­ 
fect. 
The Interior Department’s 
Bureau of Reclamation, one of 
the eight agencies, built the 
Teton Dam. which collapsed on 
June 5. 1976. killing 11 persons 
and causing an estimated $1 
billion worth of damage. 
Ryan, chairman of the House 
Environment. 
Energy and 
Natural Resources Subcommit­ 
tee. said his proposal to con­ 
solidate dam-building under the 
Interior Department was the 
result of eight months of in­ 
vestigation of the Teton Dam 
disaster by the panel. 
“ We have eight different 
dam-building agencies in the 
government, and that's nothing 
short of ridiculous." Ryan said. 
Ryan's bill calls for the es­ 
tablishment of an Office of 
Dam Safety and Construction in 
the Interior Department to take 
over the dam-building chores of 
the eight agencies.

DAR ES SALAAM. Tanzania 
(U P I) — B ritish Foreign 
Secretary David Owen arrived 
in Africa today with a series of 
American-backed proposals to 
achieve m ajority rule in 
Rhodesia through “ the ballot 
rather than the gun.” 
Speaking to reporters at the 
start of his seven-day swing 
through southern Africa. Owen 
said all parties in the conflict, 
including 
Rhodesian 
Prime 
Minister Ian Smith, should be 
included in any talks, despite 
demands that Owen negotiate 
only with black leaders. 
This was expected to be a 
major topic during Owens’ 
talks later today with Robert 
M ugabe, a leader of the 
nationalist Patriotic Front, and 
Tanzanian 
President Julius 
Nverere 
Owen said the proposals he 
carried aimed at a transfer of 
power “ by peaceful means 
rather than violent means 
He said Britain was looking 


for a future where “ Rhodesians 
of various racial origins can 
live together in peace and har­ 
mony.’’ 
He added. “ Such a condition 
can only be achieved through a 
democratic process which re­ 
flects the use of the ballot 
rather than the gun “ 
Owen said reconvening the 
Geneva conference was “ one of 
the options” he carried 
He said, about Smith's in­ 
volvement in talks. “ It is the 
view of the British government 
that all parties involved in the 
crisis should be fully represent­ 
ed at any negotiations aimed at 
ending the crisis.” 
Nyerere. as chairman of the 
frontline states surrounding 
Rhodesia, has urged Britain to 
reach a solution by talks only 
with the nationalists 
Before leaving London Sun­ 
day. Owen emphasized the 
agreement between Britain and 
the United S ta te s on the 
proposals he carried

LONDON 
(U PI) - Alex 
Haley, author of the bestseller 
“ Roots.” says he wants to 
debate the the British journalist 
who challenged his book’s 
claim he was descended from 
an African w arrior named 
Kunta Kinte 
“ His article I consider to be 
bad journalism, sensationalism 
and a deliberate attempt to tar­ 
nish and to undo all the good 
that has been done,” the black 
A m erican author said at 
Heathrow airport 
Haley referred to Mark Ot- 
taway. who in a copyright arti­ 
cle in the London Sunday Times 
said Haley had little hard 
evidence to prove he was a 
descendant of Kunta Kinte. a 
warrior from Juffure village in 
what is now Gambia 
“ I stand by and defend my 
work.” Haley said 
“ I look 
forward verv much to meeting 


the journalist concerned either 
in front of other journalists or 
in front of the cam eras.” 
H aley’s book tracing his 
family from Kunta Kinte’s cap­ 
ture by slave traders to the 
emancipation of his American 
descendants was a bestseller in 
the United States and made into 
a highly successful television 
series 
Ottaway's article said Haley 
learned of Kunta Kinte from a 
m an of “ n o to r io u s u n ­ 
reliability" who knew “ in ad­ 
vance what the author wanted 
to h e a r.’ ’ and who later 
changed his story.

Median home values rise 
at unprecedented rate 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Coming as no surprise to those 
in the market for a new place to 
live, government figures show 
the prices for houses and apart­ 
ments are rising faster than 
owners’ and renters' incomes. 
A study released Sunday by 
the Census Bureau and the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development showed the 
median value of single-family 
homes rose nearly 73 per cent 
between 1970 and late 1975 from 
$17.100 to $29.500 
In the same time span, me­ 
dian income for home owners 
rose 40 per cent, from $9.700 to 
$13.600 
Figures released last Friday 
show that the median price of a 
new single-familv home today 
is $47.500 
The situation is not much bet­ 
ter for renters, the study said 
M edian m onthly re n ts, 
including 
utilities, 
increased 
from $108 to $156 between 1970 
and 1975. a 44 per cent climb. At 
the same time, renters' median 


income increased 25 per cent, 
from $6.300 to $7.900 
The report said the value of 
single family homes in 1975 was 
about twice the income of their 
owners, although the ratio 
varied considerably according 
to income level. 
Owners with incomes of less 
than $5.000 annually lived in 
housing valued at an average of 
four times their income But 
the value of homes of those 
earning $25.000 or more was an 
average of less than 1.5 times 
income 


Renters paid about 23 per 
cent of their annual income for 
rent in 1975. the study said The 
lower income renters spent an 
average of 35 per cent or more 
on rent, while high income 
renters gave less than 10 per 
cent of their earn in gs to 
landlords 


Home values and rents in 1975 
were highest in the Northeast 
and the West and lowest in the 
South, the studv said

American Medical Association 
has asked for an apology from 
Joseph Califano. secretary of 
Health. Education and Welfare. 
The AMA said Sunday that a 
survey of doctors in a HEW 
report on big Medicare earners 
had a 65 per cent error rate 
“ Many of the physicians iden­ 
tified as big earners by HEW 
actually received not one cent 
of the money attributed to 
them.” said Dr Jam es H Sam­ 
mons. executive vice president 
of the AMA “ Others shared the 
funds with two or three or as 
many as 60 other doctors." 
The medical association said 
it conducted a survey on 208 
physicians identified by HEW 
as big Medicare earners Hie 
AMA said the information was 
wrong on 14 of the 16 doctors 
identified by HEW as receiving 
more than $250.000 each from 
Medicaid in 1975. 
The AMA said the most com­ 
mon error reported in the sur­ 
vey was identifying doctors as 
solo practitioners when they 
were members of a hospital or 
a group of physicians. 
Although the AMA did not 
survey clinics or groups of doc­ 
tors. it said several errors also

No. not the basic stumbling 
block, the only stumbling block.” 
The NABR seeking increased compen­ 
sation for its 26 members for the playoffs 
and the 1977-78 regular season, notified 
the league early Sunday morning it 
was calling the job action — but, says 
Phillips, the group first made sure each 
of the eight Sunday games would be 
adequately staffed by replacements. 


“ We made certain Supervisor of 
Referees John Nucatola would have 
referees for each game today,” Phillips 
said. “Tuesday, however, the league is 
on its own ” 
The fill-ins were an assortment of 
Eastern League and summer league of­ 
ficials who reportedly are being paid 
more than first-year NBA officials and 
have been standing by for a week, at a 
cost of $10.000 per day. 


Phillips said there were no picket lines 
put up at the struck arenas, “ but Tues­ 
day. when the playoffs open, we will 
have them up.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - 
Pope Paul VI culminated a 
grueling Easter season Sunday 
with an appeal at an open-air 
m ass to the young people of the 
world to live a Christian life. 


His address to 25.000 pilgrims 
jammed into St. Peter’s Square 
and to an international televi­ 
sion audience ended one of the 
most taxing of the 14 Easter 
seasons of the 79-year-old pon­ 
tiff’s reign 


The Pope spoke in a strong 
voice despite a recent bout with 
flu and an arthritic condition, 
which apparently caused him to 
stumble during the rainy Good 
Friday procession 


Aides rushed to the side of the 
leader of the world's 600 million 
Ro m a n C a t h o l i c s a s he 
stumbled while carrying a 
lightweight cross in a proces­ 
sion past the Colosseum, where 
Christians are said to have been 
martvred 


But on Sunday, after a day of 
comparative rest, he appeared 
well at the m ass and his voice 
was strong as he addressed a 
cheering crowd below the 
tapestried center balcony of St. 
Peter’s Basilica 


In the main Italian address, 
the Pope spoke of Christian 
values. 


“ Yes. this can be the op­ 
timistic transformation of our 
way of thinking about life." he 


said “ This Pascal transforma­ 
tion we therefore present not 


only as a conventional and sen­ 
timental good wish but as a 
program that gives direction to 
life itself." 


Then he added, “ We believe 
that the young people of today 
are particularly predisposed to 
understand and welcome this 
good wish, which is full of hope 
and energy. 


“ To young people we address 
it with stimulating deliberate­ 
ness: Eife is beautiful if it is 
new. if it is good, if it is wise 
and if it is strong — in a word, if 
it is Christian.” 


Nine European nations and 
the Philippines carried the ad­ 
dress live on television 
As the crowd cheered and 
released balloons in the shape 
of E aster bunnies and eggs into 
the sky. the Pope added short 
blessings in 12 other languages.

A free press — A free world 


In a free country like the 
U.S. we so oftentimes take 
our basic rights for granted it 
is instructive and of value to 
know that such is not the case 
in a wide variety of other 
countries around the world. 


For instance, while we in the 
U.S. enjoy a relatively unfet­ 
tered free press, inhabitants of 
other countries receive only 
that news their government 
wants known. To deviate from 
that criterion means certain 
press censure, and sometimes 
even death for the reporters, 
editors and publishers. And 
the number of countries in 
which a free press thrives is 
dwindling yearly. 


According to a recently 
completed International Press 
Institute survey, persecution 
of reporters intensified during 
1976 to an unprecedented 
degree, and information on 
many countries which might 
have been included was 
“unavailable.” And not many 
countries, including the United 


States, could claim exemption 
from the findings of the sur­ 
vey. 


The survey, and subsequent 
IPI report, says the press 
throughout Africa and the 
Middle East suffered greatly 
at the hands of the government 
in those areas, cataloguing the 
crackdown on free reporting in 
South Africa where nearly 20 
journalists 
were arrested, 
detained or imprisoned, and 
notes there is now no black 
African press in Rhodesia, 
although 96 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation is black. 
In the whole of Asia, ac­ 
cording to the report, only 
Japan, and to a lesser extent 
Hong Kong, is free of govern­ 
ment restrictions, while in 
South America, terror cam­ 
paigns continue against free 
speech in Argentina, Chile, 
Brazil and Uruguay. And 
‘humanitarian’ is not a word 
which could be applied to the 
methods of press control 
employed there. 


Among the few bright spots 
outlined by the IPI report was 
the emergence of a much 
more outspoken press in both 
Spain and Portugal. And this 
at a time when governments 
which restrict the news were 
lobbying at U N E S C O ’s 
General Assembly for the 
adoption 
of 
international 
media restraints on the 
reporting of news. 
Clearly the world’s press 
faces an increasingly difficult 
job in reporting the news to its 
readers. And while it is true 
most governments prefer to 
operate totally outside the pur­ 
view of the governed, it must 
also be true that the governed 
have the absolute right to 
know everything about their 
government which influences 
their lives and livelihood, 
n a t i o n a l 
s e c u r i t y 
notwithstanding. A free press 
is the only way communica­ 
tion can be accomplished, and 
is the basic reason so many 
countries are losing their 
press freedoms.

Snyder planned to run for sheriff of the 
new county. 
The clipping reports that the cost of 
the new county would mean another set 
of o ffic e r s and new b u ild in gs, 
“ ...therefore the necessary expense 
would cause the great ranches to be 
heavily taxed; ergo, these would be cut 
into thousands of small five and ten acre 
farmlets; ergo, a vast influx of settlers 
would occur to settle on said small 
holdings and prosperity ensue.” 
The result back in 1893 was that those 
people owning property were against it, 
and being “ ...those who could read and 
write” got out their own petitions to op­ 
pose it. 
So — in 1977 let’s be sure and hear all 
sides of the currently proposed split , the 
details of costs for the mechanics of 
splitting, cost of elections, and the high 
taxes of the future in casting in our lot 
with the “all growth is good growth” 
philosophy of the Santa M aria 
promoters. 
A question to the people who have 
recently moved to Santa Barbara County 
from the city areas: do you want to be 
caught up again in a congested urban 
area with agricultural land diminishing? 
It would be worthwhile for all of us to

journalistic sentence in her book, 
otherwise devoted to vilifying every 
American, liberal or conservative, who 
attempted to tell the truth about the 
hideousness of the Soviet regime. Would 
Albert Speer have got a standing ovation 
in Hollywood? 
Professor Sidney Hook, a liberal and a 
socialist, in a devastating essay on Miss 
Heilman published in “Encounter” of 
London reminds us that the proper dis­ 
tinction has been between heretics and 
conspirators, the Communists being con­ 
spirators. “Those who wittingly helped 
them, even if they paid no party dues, 
were morally as guilty in the deceptions 
they practised.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
Feds gear for more terrorism 


WASHINGTON — In the aftermath of 
the Hanafi Muslim siege in Washington 
last month, federal officials are bracing 
for the possibility of more hostage- 
taking by dozens of violence-prone 
groups 
Law enforcement experts from the 
S t a t e . T r e a s u r y . 
Justice and Defense 
Depts. have been 
meeting recently to 
devise methods to 
t h w a r t 
f u t u r e 
t a k e o v e r s . 
Three 
special 
anti-terrorist 
u n it s , 
the C IA 's 
“ Critical 
Collection 
Problems 
Commit­ 
t e e . ” 
J u s t i c e ’s 
“Interdepartmental 
Committee on Internal 
Security.” and the 
“ Cabinet Committee to Combat 
Terrorism.” are also trying to come up 
with solutions. 
As in the Hanafi case, the intelligence 
experts have no idea where or when the 
terrorists will strike next Some officials 
at the meetings have grumped that 
without illegal mail covers, wiretaps and 
break-ins. adequate data cannot be 
gathered. Such tools have largely been 
abandoned since Watergate and recent 
revelations of CIA-FBI abuses. 
To replace these unconstitutional 
methods, some of the federal agencies 
are turning to sophisticated anticrime 
technology, but the results have been 
limited The Customs Service, for in­ 
stance. has set up a Terrorist Date Base 
containing 2.000 names and 5.000 pas­ 
sport numbers. Some suspects have as 
many as seven aliases. 
The system helped identify an alleged 
Japanese terrorist in Honolulu last 
month, shortly before Japanese Prime 
Minister Takeo Fukuda arrived in the 
United States. The suspect was 
thoroughly searched, briefly detained, 
then put under surveillance TTie com­ 
puter also enabled agents to lock up a 
man who had threatened to kill Queen 
Elizabeth on her American visit here 
last year. 
Classified intelligence bulletins cite 
militant Puerto Rican nationalists and 
anti-Castro Cubans as the most likely 
groups to commit violence in the im­ 
mediate future 
The Fuerzas Armadas de Liberacion 
Nacional of Puerto Rico (FALN) 
reportedly was behind the bombing last 
month of a New York building that 
housed an FBI field office. The same 
group blew up New York’s historic 
Fraunces Tavern in 1975, killing four 
people and injuring 53. Meanwhile, the 
revolutionary Puerto Rican Socialist 
Party may soon be taken over by Floren- 
cio Merced Rosa, a young hothead who. 
say intelligence sources, had ties with an 
FALN "bomb factory" discovered last 
November in Chicago. 
S o m e 
a n t i - C a s t r o 
C u b a n s, 


headquartered m Miami, already are 
suspected of killing Chilean exile 
Orlando Letelier and many others. One 
anti-Castro group, the Frente de Libera­ 
cion Nacional de Cuba, according to an 
intelligence report, “is known to possess 
a large amount of C-4 explosives, which 
it may use against pro-Castro and Soviet 
targets ..if relations with Cuba appear to 
be improving.” 
The infamous Weather Underground is 
still considered a threat, as are the tiny 
Japanese Red Army, the violent wing of 
the Irish Republican Army, the leftist 
New World Liberation Front, and the 
Red Guerrilla Family 
More exotic terrorist groups are also 
named in the intelligence bulletins. 
The Rastafarians, a Jamaican-based 
religious sect that deifies the late 
Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethiopia, now 
has 3.000 members in the New York city 
area While many are law-abiding, some 
preach “the ways of the white man are 
evil." says a confidential report, and 
“terrorism has been increasingly as­ 
sociated with this group.” The report 
urges “extreme caution” in approaching 
members of the group, who are also 
called “ Dreads.” “Rude Boys” and 
“Beardsmen.” 
Federal agents are also worried over 
possible terrorism by elements of the 
“Front de Liberation du Quebec.” which 
seeks independence from Canada. 
“Members...are believed to have con­ 
nections with a number of European and . 
Mideast terrorist groups,” says a clas­ 
sified bulletin 
KIDNAP CAPER? — A former Justice 
Dept, undercover agent secretly planned 
to stalk fugitive Robert Vesco. zap him 
with a tranquilizer gun and kidnap him 
from his Costa Rican hideout. 
Ex-Marine pilot Larry Blaine Jividen 
boasted several times that he would be 
aided in the bizarre plot by the CIA. 
which once concocted the brilliant 
scheme of using a potion to make Fidel 
Castro’s beard fall out. 
Although some intelligence sources 
described the former Marine captain as 
a “big talker.” he does have some cloak- 
and-dagger credentials In 1972. federal 
narcotics agents arranged a phony 
Marine discharge for Jividen so he could 
act as an undercover operative in a big 
heroin deal between Morocco and the 
United States. 
Although the operation fell through. 
Jividen received a formal commenda­ 
tion signed by Justice official Richard 
Kobakoff. formerly a CIA agent. The 
episode apparently whetted Jividen’s ap­ 
petite for a life of intrigue 


He made arv appointment to see 
Kobakoff in November, 1974, with his 
sights set on a more daring adventure 
the kidnapping of Robert Vesco from 
Costa Rica American officials repeated­ 
ly have failed in attempts to extradite 
the financial scofflaw from his palatial 
island villa 
Jividen tried to recruit Vesco’s former 


pilot. Capt A L Eisenhauer. by saying 
that an unnamed “sponsor" would proide 
aircraft and a clandestine plan. In later 
conversations with Eisenhauer. Jividen 
said that Kobakoff was supporting the 
scheme and that other government of­ 
ficials also wanted Vesco kidnaped and 
returned to the United States. 
Jividen would use a false identity to 
secure a plane, he explained Then a go- 
between who knew Vesco would try to 
trick the financier into boarding the air­ 
plane where he would be laid low with a 
tranquilizer gun. CIA operatives in 
Central America would be available for 
support. Jividen insisted 
Eisenhauer acknowledged that he was 
contacted about the kidnap caper, but 
refused to participate. A spokesman for 
Kobakoff said the meeting proposed by 
Jividen never took place. Kobakoff 
vehemently denies that he knew about or 
sponsored any plan to kidnap Vesco 
Jividen. reached in London, declined to 
comment
